WHAT MIGHT HAVE BEEN. 


The Eegents of the California State 


University are moving in the matter 
of utilization of Pacific coast woods, 
and the Central Pacific Railroad 
Company are actively cooperating. 
Samples will be procured by the rail- 
road company and furnished to the 
Museum of Economic Botany of the 
University. 
Cross sections of each 


tree, with pieces of plank, bark, 
leaves and seeds of the same, will be 
procured. 
Professor Hessee, of the 


University, has been detailed espec- 
ially to recehe these and all other 
donations of wood, to test their 
strength and ascertain their other 
qualities; to record their botanical 
and common names and to arrange 
them in the museum of the Univer- 
sity, witu the description of their 
properties and their peculiarities as 
applied to general use and to the 
mechanic arts. And in a great many 
other respects every move of the 
University of California is a stride 
onward in the march of civilization. 
The schools 6f our sister State have 
earned for her a reputation which 
equals, to say the least, that gained 
by her mineral and agricultural in- 
ducements. A few years back, and 
in our perhaps too vivid imagination, 
we had conjured up such a pretty 
picture for Nevada, as is now pre- 
sented to us from the other side of 
the Sierra. But the location of the 
Nevada State University at Elko dis- 
pelled our dream. Parents in West- 
ern Nevada, where is and always 
mast be,the bulk of population find it 
more convenient and cheaper to send 
their children to California schools 
to, receive a 
thorough education, 


than they do to send them to our own 
University at Elko. 
If tho State 


University had been permanently 
located at Eeno all of this would 
have been overcome. 
The children 


of Western Nevada would have been 
retained here, and there would have 
been but little hardship inflicted on 
those parents in the Eastern part 
of the State who might desire their 
children to learn that "knowledge is 
power." As the case now stands the 
State of Nevada has a very large 
sized elephant on its hands in the 
shape of that University at Elko.
